TOPEKA, Kan., April 16.—Indict- 
ments were returned here today by the 
Federal grand jury against the Cudahy 
Packing Co. of Kansas City, 
737 counts for defrauding the Govern- 
ment out of $80,000 by 


the internal revenue laws.

The specific charge is that the pack- 
ing company defrauded the Govern- 
ment out of a lgrge amount of money 
by using quarter-cent revenue stamps 
on packages of oleomargarine when 10- 
cent stamps should have been used. The 


punishment for each offense is a fine 
of not more than $1000 or two years in 
jail. 

Since corporations cannot be impris- 
oned, the tetal fine if imposed will be 
$737,000. 

In addition, there is a final count in 
the general indictment ywnder which the 
Government will demand about $100,000 
due it for the misuse of the quarter- 
cent stamps instead of the 10-cent 
stamps. 

Paid the Lower Tax. 

The revenue law provides that each 
pound of uncolored oleomargerine must 
bear a revenue stamp of a quarter of a 
_eent, but that each age to which col- 

oring matter has been added to give it 
the appearance of butter, a 10-cent reve- 
nue stamp must be attached. 

It is charged in tne indictments that 
the Cudahy company has sold the col- 
ored product under the quarter-cent tax 
and consequently defrauded the Govern- 
ment eut of large sums. 

Inspectors have been working on the 
case several months and have bought 
samples sold-in towns and cities from 
New York to Seattle and from Duluth 
to Jacksonville. These were forward- 
ed to the Government chemist, who re- 
ported that every sample contained col- 
oring .matter and this evidence was 
turned over to District Attorney H. J. 
Bene at Topeka, who submitted the 
facts to the grand jury. 

Many Samples Obtained. 

Every sample now in the hands of the 
Government experts bears the identifi- 
cation mark of the inspector who pur- 
chased it as well as the analysis which 
shews that it contains coloring matter. 

It is claimed by the Government of- 
ficlals that the Cudahy concern has 
succeeded in monopolizing the oleomar- 
gerine market by selling the ‘colored 
product and paying the tax en the basis 
of uncolored, there being a difference 
of 9% cents per pound. 

District Attorney Bone says he will 
also bring a civil action against’ the 
company to have the plant and ma- 
chinery used in the manufacture of olee- 
margarine cenfiscated. This proceeding 
will also be commenced in the Federal! 
Court. 


Cudahy Says It Is a Fake. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 16.—‘‘There are 
no such indictments. The story is a 
fake,” declared E. A. Cudahy today 
when his attention was called to the 
story from Topeka alleging that the 
Federal grand jury had found true bills 
against the Cudahy Packing Co. on 
charges of violating the internal revenue 
laws. With this sweeping denial Mr. 
Cudahy dismissed the matter.

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BREWERIES WILL 


UAUSS RIVER | 
STATE GUES DRY 
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St. Louis’ Loss Would Be East 
Sides’ Gain, Assert Beer 
Makers. 








MEETINGS ARE CALLED 





Business Interests Believe Situ- 
ation Requires Serious 
Consideration. 





The St. Louls breweries are planing 
to “step across’ the river to East St. 
Louis, carrying their vast manufactur- 
ing enterprises, thousands of employes, 
capital, wages and wealth with them, if 
prohibition should be adopted in Mis- 
souri. 

Leading brewers of St. Louis ex- 
pressed that prediction without hesita- 
tion and with emphasis Friday to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Marquardt Forster, general manager 
ef the Wainwright, Hyde Park, City and 
Lafayette breweries in St. Louis, was 
among the brewers interviewed. He 
said: 

“There is no doubt about it. Every 
one of the large breweries in St. Louis 
would move to the East Side if Missouri 
should adopt prohibition. The interests 
I represent already have the nucleus 
there in the Heim brewery. It is cer- 
tain that the others would be taken 
across the river and formed into a 
great brewing industry at the other end 
of Eads Bridge. Of course, the brewery 
employes would follow the plants.” 

Would Be Natural Outcome. 

Otto Stifel, head of the Union Brew- 
ery, said: 

“The tendency to move to East St. 
Louis would be the natural outceme of 
prohibition here. The damage done to 
St. Louis in a business way would inure 
to East St. Leuis. 

‘Prohibition in Missouri would not 
close any of the larger concerns, ¢er- 
tainly, fer their business is not confined 
to any one State. They would move to 


the East Side and keep on in business, 


East St. Lowis gaining what St. 
had lest.’’ 

There was no one at either the Lemp 
or Anheuser-Busch breweries who could 
speak authoritatively when a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter called at those institu- 
tions Friday. 

It is known that the Anheuser-Busch 
company already owns large tracts of 
land en the East Side which would fa- 
cilitate the removal of the breweries it 
owns to the other bank of the Missis- 
sippi if that course should become nec- 
essary. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
already has prepared a vigorous pro- 
test against a prohibition amendment 
election in Missouri and has appointed a 
cemmittee to carry the protest to the 
Senate. 

Meetings have been arranged for Fri- 
day afternoon at which the large busi- 
ness interests of St. Louis will be repre- 
sented and the prohibition question dis- 
cussed. 

The meetings called are of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Business Men's 
League, the directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the Executive Board of 
the Missouri Manufacturers’ Asso“ia- 
tion. 

Just what attitude would be taken 
by these organizations nobody would at- 
tempt Friday morning to forecast, but 
‘t was admitted that the leaders in each 
body were of the opinion that the Bit- 
uation required serious consideration. 

Another important meeting to discuss 
the proposed prohibition amendment was 
to be that of the bankers and financiers, 
called for 4 p. m. at the Third National 
Bank Building. This meeting was largely 
inspired by the personal appeals ef 
Adolphus Busch and others not identi- 
fied with brewing, who urged the finan- 


cial interests to help save the vast brew- 


ery investments of St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
Committee which will go to Jefferson 
City to protest against the passage of 
the amendment act is made up of the 
following:

Bowman, F. G. Zeibig, A. H. Frederick,

View of Real Estate Exchange. 

The Rea] Estate Exchange resolution 
says that state-wide prohibition would 
mean the utter annihilation of ‘the 
largest single busmess interest in St. 
Louis,"" which distributes more money 
in salaries and for farm products in 
Missouri than any other commercial en- 
teprise in the State. Attention is also 
called to the fact that the brewery 
employes number 20,000 and that 100,000 
persons in St. Louis obtain their live)j- 
hood directly from the breweries. 
Concluding, the resolution says: 

The Real Estate Exchange, repre- 
senting the realty interests of the 
city of St. Louis, wishes to voice its 
protest against the annihilation of 
this great industrial interest, which 
will mean the destruction not only 
of the property of the brewing asso- 
ciations interested, but will mean 
the wholesale destruction of values 
of real estate in the City of St. Louis 
and a setback to our city, which it 
will take at least ten years to ever- 
come. 

The lawmakers of this State,in pro- 
tecting the moral interests of the 
people, can do so without destroy- 
ing the greatest commercial interest 
in the City of St. Louis and State

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Grandmother Is Convinced 7-

WOULD AVOID ARRESTS 





Family Asks Only That Mrs. 
Minnie Cabanne-Branden- 
burg “Be Found.” 


James Sheppard Cabanne Jr., 7 years 
old, is with his mother, who loves him, 
and is being well taken care of, in the 
opinion of his gr.ndmother, Mrs. Julia 
CC. Cabanne of 536 Cabanne avenue, 
from whose home he disappeared be- 
tween 4:30 and 5 p. m. Thursday. The 
boy s mother is Mrs. Minnie Leonard 
Cabanne-Brandenburg, former wife of 
James Sheppard Cabanne, *son of the 
founder of Cabanne place and a member 
of the old and aristocratic Cabanne 
family. 

“The boy’s disappearance was reported 
to the police at first,’’ said Mrs. Cab- 
anne Friday, ‘‘because we feared a 
stranger might have kidnaped him. But 
we are conyv-nced that would have been 
impossible and “eel almost certain that 
he is with his mother.” 

Mrs. Cabanne said her grandson was 
alert and bright and that he would 
have been too sh ewd to be enticed 
away by a s‘ranger. And, she added, if 
any attempt had been made to carry 
him away by fo~ he would 
raised an outcry that would 
brought assistan~.. 

“On the other hand,”’ she told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter ‘‘he is fond of his 
mother and if she had met him on the 
street and invited him to go with her it 
is quite probable that he would do as 
She wished.”

Clew in Mysterious Message. 

The most mysterious feature of the 
boy’s disappearance was a_ telephone 
message to his grandmother, half an 
hour after he left her home to play 

little girls on Belt avenue. 
The telephone message was from a man 
who spoke with a foreign accent, Mrs. 
Cabanne says, and was either a German 
or Italian. 

“A woman gave me $# to help her 
take a boy to an Illinois Central train 
for Louisville, Ky.,’’ said the mysterious 
messenger, “but there's nothing te 
worry about. He'll be well taken care 
of and back in a week.”’ 

Mrs. Cabanne reported the matter to 
the police, but made no request for any 
arrests. She and other members of the 
family have told the police they would 
like to have Mrs. Cabanne-Brandenburg 
found, but that they do not care to 
prosecute anyone. They say that the 
boy’s disappearance is a ‘family mat- 
ter.”’ 

A general order was issued to the po- 
lice Thursday night to look for Mrs. 
Cabanne-Brandenburg and -the boy. The 
description of the boy on the police rec- 
ord is: 

“Seven years old, medium size, 
brown hair and eyes, wearing blue 
serge suit and black shoes. Supposed to 
be in company of Minnie Leonard Cab- 
anne.’’ 

James Sheppard Cabanne, 
boy's father, is a traveling salesman. 
He married Miss Minnie Leonard. 
daughter of Simeon Leonard of Eddy- 
ville, Ky. She is now 28 years old. For 
a time after their marriage Mrs. Cab- 
anne, who was vivacious and attrac- 
tive, was popular in St. Louis society. 
Then she and Cabanne parted. 

St. Louls heard no more of Mrs. Cab- 
anne until a suit for divorce was filed 
against her last year. The husband 
merely alleged desertion and asked the 
custody of his son, tnen living with Mrs. 
Julia Cabanne. 

Said She Married Writer. 

Marly in 1909 new interest was in- 
jected into the situation by an inter- 
view given out by Mrs. Minnie Leonard 
Cabanne in New York, announced that 
she was Breughton Brandenburg’s wife. 

She was told that James Sh*ppard 
Cabanne of St. Louls was suing for 
divorce and a reporter asked her if she 
Was not Mrs. Cabanne still. She re- 
plied that she had obtained a divorce in 
British Honduras and that Brandenburg 
had precured a divorce from his first 
wife in the same country and about the 
same time. After the divorces had been 
granted, she said, she and Brandenburg 
were married. 

A few days later Mrs. Valine Bran- 
denburg, first wife of the author, an- 
nounced through the press in New York 
that she was the only legal wife of the 
nan who sold the Cleveland article. He 
never had obtained a divorce from her, 
she said. 

Sister Gives No Clew. 

A press dispatch from Leuisville Fri- 
day quotes Mrs. Campbell as saying 
that she has not seen her sister, Mrs. 
Cabanne-Brandenburg, for several years 
and that she knows nothing about the 
disappearance of her nephew from his 
grandmother's home in St. Leuis except 
what she has read in the newspapers. 
Mrs. Campbell's husband is a member 
of the Lonisville bar and a former State 
Senator.

With a warning that ‘‘the laws are 
going to be enforced strictly,” Excise 
Commissioner Caulfield Friday dismissed 
the charge against Frank Stanze, for- 
mer member of the House of Delegates, 
of selling liquor en election day, April 6.

Max 
Wameser, a witness for Stanze, offered 
in explanation of this statement that 
he and several other men who work in 
factories in the neighborhood eat their 
lunch every day in a room back of the 
saloon and that on election day they 
repaired to the place as usual. 

Stanze, he testified, told them where to 
find the key. They admitted them- 
selves. -Stanze then appeared and said 
that, inasmuch as it was election day 
and he was not allowed to keep open, 
there’ was nothing to eat im the back 
room, but if they would go upstairs to 
his apartments he would se¢ that they 
got lunch. The witness said they went 
upstairs and ate. 

The special officers testified that Stanze 
refused at first to open the door to admit 
them, but finally did #0, an, they dis- 
covered little round circles of beer on the 
bar and wet places in, the Sawdust cev- 
ering the floer. 

The Excise Commissioner, in dismiss. 
ing the charges, said to Stanze: “I want 
to tell you that the little profit you make 
by thus violating the law will not justify 
you in.risking your license, and that, 
however unpopular the Sunday closing 
law and the election day closing law 
may be with you saloon keepers, the laws 
are going te be enforced strictly.”’

The Mosiem fanaticism against the 
Christians of Adana appears to have 
broken eut afresh. The Moslem at- 
tacks recommenced yesterday after- 
noon and continued throughout’ the 
night. Large numbers of Christians 
are said to have peen killed. One re- 
port says that w Armenians have lost 
their lives and that many houses have 
been looted and burned. 

American Diplomat Goes to Adana. 

Ambassador Leishman has had no di- 
rect news of the reported killing of the 
two American missionaries. He has in- 
structed the American Vice-Consul at 
Mersina, John Debbas, to proceed im- 
mediately to Adana and report on the 
situation. Railroad communication be- 
tween Mersina and Adana appears to be 
interrupted. 

The British Vice-Consul at Mersina 
has gone to Adana. 

The first news of this anti- r ‘hristtan 
outbreak said the scene was Mersina, 
but was erroneous. The trouble oc- 
curred at Adana, which is about 36 miles 
inland from Mersina. 

The early reports were declared to 
have been exaggerated and messages re- 
ceived here yesterday evening said that 
only 10 Armenians had been killed; that 
martial law had been proclaimed at 
Adana, and that reinforcements of 
treops were being sent tn from Belrut. 
This latest intelligence refers to disor- 
ders that took place after the situation | 
was supposed to have quieted down. 


Alarmed for Chicagoan’s Safety. 

CHICAGO, April 16.—Dispatches from 
Constantinople created alarm in Con- 
gregational church circles today. Among 
the missionaries at Adana, where some

Mr. Roosevelt sent back this mes- 
Sage: 

“Give the Emperor my warmest re- 


tion of me during my term of office.’’ 

The run down the Red Sea from Suez 
was fairly cool, but yesterday and today 
the weather was hot with a brilliant sun 
and a smooth sea. 

Mr. Roosevelt was received here by 
the American Vice-Consul, George M. 
Gordon, and, escorted by him, he drove 
to all the points of interest on shore, 
including the famous water tanks. The 
former President has accepted brief hos- 
pitality offered by the Mombasa Club. 
Arriving at Mombasa, he will sleep on 
board the Admiral next Tuesday night 
and will take the train for Nairobi at 
10 a. m. Wednesday. 

On the trip through the Red Sea the 
chief amusement on board was the pub- 
lication of a newspaper called The 
Lookout. 

All.the vessels and steamships passed 
flew the Stars and Stripes. So do those 
in this harbor. The steamship Admiral’s 
next stop will be at Magadoxo, one of 
the chief ports of Italian Somaliland, 
600 miles north of Mombasa. 


Menelik’s ‘fappreciation”’ of Mr. Roose- 
velt was manifested early in 1904, when 
the Negus sent the then President two 
lion cubs. One died on the voyage; the 
other was injured, but survived in the 
Washington Zoo until November, 1906, 
when it was chloroformed. Lion cubs 
are favorite gifts of Menelik. He sent 
two to the Pope last year.

PARIS, April 16.—The bonds of close 
friendship were not severed when Fred- 
erick MacMonnies, America’s first sculp- 
for, and Mary Fairchild MacMonnies, 


‘painter or renown, were divorced. 


Hach retains a deep interest in the ar- 
tistic career of the other, but neither 
will hinder the other's climb up fame’'s 
stairs. They have acquired enough ar- 
tistic success to furnish forth two fam- 
lifes and so they divided their family 
to accommodate future greatness. 

Hereafter a statue will not be the 
work of Mary Fairchild MacMonnies’ 
husband and a picture will not be from 
thé brush of Frederick MacMonnies’ 
wife. They will stand alone, admire 
and criticise one another’s work and 
meet as dear friends, but no longer bea 
community of interests. 

The former St. Louis girl, who 
knowledged in her home near Paris that 
a legal separation took place last No- 
vember, said ‘‘the partnership had been 
dissolved.”’ 

“A friendly separation by mutual! 
agreement was arranged last year be- 
tween Mrs. MacMonnies and myself. 
We remain the best of friends,”’ said the 
sculpter.

Some sided with the husband, be- 
lieving that a wife has no right to at- 
tempt an individaul career, but should 
merge her personality with that of her 
husband. Others, and the majority, ap- 
plaud the St. Louis. woman’s ambition 
to achieve an independent fame. 

Wife Won Foreign Scholarship Here. 

The announcement of the separation 
and the explanation of its cause have 
given pain to the many friends of Mrs. 
MacMonnies in St. Louis, who prophe- 
sied her future triumphs when she, as 
a girl, won the foreign scholarship prize 
in the School of Fine Arts here, and 
watched the brilliant fulfillment of her 
early promise. 

“I am deeply sorry to hear that any 
grief has fallen upon Mary Fairchild,” 
Said Curator Ives. ‘‘As a student under 
me in the St. Louis School of Fine Arts 
she was one of the most promising pu- 
pils ever entered at the institution, and 
this promise has been realized to the 
pride and satisfaction of all who have 
Watched her career. She is today, in 
my opinion, the foremost decorator 
among American women artists.’’ 
Mary Fairchild was the daughter of a 
foreman of a telegraph company here, 
whose family had lived in the city for 
several generations. Her mother was 
noted for her beauty, and was frequent- 
ly employed as a portrait painter among 
the fashionable of St. Louis. From her 
Mary Fairghjld inherited both beauty 
and artistic ents, and the many who 
remember her as a girl speak first of 
her charm of face and figure. 

It was in 1886 that she easily won by 
cempetition the longed-for prize of a 
foreign scholarship, enabling her toe con- 
tinue her studies in Paris. Twe years 
later she married MacMonnies, who, 
though barely of age, had already won 
the praise of Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
Their friends had believed the match 
ideally happy, for, as the young hus- 
band proceeded frem success to success 
in sculpture, his wife kept pace in paint- 
ing. Her success as a decoratar was 
extraordinary, and in addition she he- 
came noted as a landscape artist of the 
modern school and a painter of minia- 
tures on ivory. 

Her abilities have been recognized py 
the French Government, which has 
bought some of her paintings for the 
public galleries. It is considered not the 
smallest compliment to her talents that 
her famous husband fears the profes- 
sional rivalry of her works. Her su- 
premacy among Women artists was ree- 
ognized when she was elected president 
in Paris of the American Women’s Art 
Association. 

MacMennies, who recently returned to 
America for the first time since his 
hame became a great word in the realm 
of European sculpture, has departed, 
since the separation, to his country 
home at Giverny, accompanied by his 
mother and sister. He says that his 
plans fer the future are quite uncer- 
tain. His wife, with their two children, 
ie still living near Paris. 

The career of MacMonnies as a sculp- 
tor began when he was 5 years old, 
when he modeled little figures in dough 
and chewing gum. An equestrian statue 
of George Washington in the latter ma- 
terial is still preserved among the fam- 
ily treasures, When he was 10 years of 
age, & circus came to town, and he 
modeled from memory a clay elephant 
of which pe need net be ashamed today.

Smaller Loaves in Chicago. 

CHICAGO, April 16.—Chicago ¢« onsum- 
ers are now being given a 13-ounce loaf 
ef bread for a nickel instead of 16 
ounces. 

Wholesale bakers say that the next 
step will be to increase the price if the 
prices of wheat and flour continue to 
go up. A cash grain dealer in an in- 
terview pointed to the fact that rye 
was selling about 40 cents lower than 
wheat. 

“If wheat continue to go up and rye 
stands still, as it seems to be deing, the 
peor people of this country will have 
to ceme to eating lack bread, like the 
peasants of Europe,’’ he added. 

That rye is being kept in this country 
just as much as the wheat is evidence. 
by the fact that so far this year only 
138,000 bushels of rye have been ex- 
ported. 


Kansas City to Raise Price. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 16.—‘A 
snialler loaf of bread or a dime for the 
present size.’

We. will either have to make a 
l0-cent loaf or the size of the loaf wil! 
have to be stil] further reduced.”’ 

Denver Fears Flour Famine, 

DENVER, Colo., April 16.—While there 
has not yet been any increase in the 
price of bread or decrease In the size of 
the loaf. bakers say that both are in- 
evitable within the next three weeks. 
They anticipate an actual famine in 
flour, which has increased $3.10 in price 
within the last year. 

Anticipating advance in prices the 
largest flouring mil! in the State had 
stored 300,000 bushels of wheat, but this 
Was all destroyed by fire a few weeks 
ago. No further adequate supply is in 
Sight. The high rates on flour shipped 
from the East will add still more to the 
advanced price of bread.

Jail Guard Did Not Sleep, He 
Says, but Did Not See 
Men Pass.

None Heard Explosion and 
Guard Amazed at Break- 
fast Hour. 





GREENVILLE, §. C., April 16.—Jailer 
Phillips was given the surprise of his 
life when he went to the special “break- 
proof’ cell in the rear part of the local 
jail to take breakfast to Gobbler Moore, 
known “Tennessee Dutch,” and 
George Barton, Known as “Chicago 
Army.” For where the prisoners had 


been, and ought to be, he saw only a 
hole in the stone floor. 

Both men were well-kno 1 yegsmen, 
and had been arrested by Postoffice In- 
spector Gregory in Birmingham, Ala., 
and charged with the robbery of the 
postoffice at Pelzer, S. C. They were 
to have been given trial in the Federal 
Court here April 20. 

Both have records ef crime, and 
“Dutch” has operated abroad. Barton 
recently made his escape from the Fed- 
eral prison at Atlanta. 


Strong Cell and Special Guard. 
They were confined in the rear of the 


jail in an especially strong cell, five by 
six feet. A guard had been on watch 
night and day since their capture. A 
hole was blown in the floor of the « 
through the solid rock fleor two feet 
thick. There is every inaication that 
assistance was rendered from outside, as 
drill holes were found underneath the 
side floor. 

The instrument used was an impro- 

vised gimlet, made from a steel um- 
brella handle. It is thought that the 
sound was deadened by wet blankets 
found in the cell. 
The yeggs dug their way under the 
jail cellar, then went through the jail 
and passed the guard. The guard de- 
clares that he did net sleep, and that 
he did not see the men. Nor did he 
hear the explosion.

Commissioner Smith Says Cheap- 
ness of Construction Led 
to Activity.

Collector’s Bond Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In connection with the question of bond required 
by the Collector's office, after a careful sumary of 
the Jaw as enacted by the registration, Feb, 26, 1907, 
it would seem that this.law was framed and enact- 
ed by the legislators from counties where the reve- 
nue is far below the million mark, and in nowise 
were the larger cities taken in consideration. Some- 
body inust have been asleep at the switch when laws 
as erroneous as this can get on the statutes. Now 
as to the meaning: The most universal and effectual 
way of discovering the true meaning of a law when 
the words are dubious, is by considering the reason 
and spirit of it, or the cause which moved the Legis- 
lature to enact it. For when this reason ceases, the 
law itself ought likewise to cease with it. An in- 
stance of this is given in a case put by Cicero. There 
was a law that those who in a storm forsook the 
ship should forfeit all property therein; and that the 
ship and lading should belong entirely to those who 
stayed in it. In a dangerous tempest all the mariners 
forsook the ship, except only one Sick passenger, 
who, by reason of his disease was unable to get 
out and escape. By chance the ship came to port. 
The sick man kept possession and claimed the bene- 
fit of the law. Now here all the learned agree, that 
the sick man is not within the reason of the law, for 
the reason of making it was to give encouragement 
to such as should venturé their lives to save the ves- 
sel, but this is a merit he could never pretend to, 
who neither siayed in the ship on that account nor 
contributed anything to its preservation. From this 
method of interpreting laws, by the reason of them 
arises what we call equity. Any good, level-headed 
judge could make short work of this case? Cc. mm.

Strand Magazine, musical. talents used to keep me in butter, 
milk and eggs.

Commission to investigate the valuing 
of property for the purpose of taxation 
at its real market price. In a heated 
discussion of the measure Senator Mc- 
David declared that “false statements 
of the property owned by taxpayers 
have come to be regarded in this State 
as a conventional offense. 

‘‘Each man compromises with his con- 
science by thinking that he is doing 
no worse than other men. That is why 
eur revenues are so low that we are 
not able to decently support our State 
institutions.”’ 

Attention was called to the fact that 
the proposed scheme to raise taxes orig- 
inated in Michigan tm the days of Gev. 
Pingree. Gov. La Follette adopted the 
idea and developed it in Wisconsin and 
Gov. Johnson perfected it in Minnesota. 
Senator Eads had in fact copied the 
Minnesota law, only with such changes 
as were necessary in all cases, and the 
Senate set out te have seme fun with 
him. 

Senate Offers Amendments. 

In Wisconsin and Minneseta the Gov- 
ernor appoints the Tax Commissioner, 
but the Democratic Senate is unwil- 
ling to give this power to a Republican 
Governor. Senator Fields effered an 
amendment to let the members of the 
State Board of Equalization appoint the 
Tax Commission. 

Other slight amendments had been 
made when Dowell of Lewis County 


| offered an amendment to strike out a 


section that propesed to give the Cem- 
mission power to inquire into the meth- 
eds of assessment in any county and 
ascertain whether the assessor had done 
his duty. 

Dowell said the country people have 
their taxable property in sight and the 
city people have a better chance te hide 
theirs. He admitted that the home own- 
ers in the cities pay on a much higher 
propertienate valuation than the farm 
owners in the country, but argued that 
in the cities there are a great many tax 
dedgers in corporations that find vari- 
ous ways to hide their property from 
the assessor and bank deposits are 
hardly taxed at all. 

‘Isn't that the very thing you want to 
reach, property that is hidden from tax- 
ation?’”’ McDavid asked. 

“Yes, but the enforcement of this law 
would increase the valuation of country 
property three er four times over,” said 
Dowell. 

“Haven't you a bill now to catch the 
tax dodgers?’’ Fields asked. 

*T have,”’ replied Dowell, ‘“‘but I don't 
think the Senate will let me pass it.” 


Senator McDavid’s Pian. 

Krone asked: “‘Then, do I understand 
that yeu want the assessor to do his 
duty, but you object to giving this board 
power te compel him to do it.”’ 

“I don't believe in giving the board 
power to increase the taxes on rural 
communities,’’ Dowell said. 

“The logic of that arugment,” re- 
marked McDavid, ‘‘should be stated in 
the form of a reso'ution, as follows: 
“Whereas, it is notorious that the as- 
sessors of the State are not doing their 
sworn duty, be it resolved that the Sen- 
ate is opposed to and.will resist any at- 
tempt to make them do their duty ac- 
cording to law. 

“You can never equalize values in this 
State until you get on a basis that is 
fair and honest and that basis is the 
full value of all property throughout the 
State, cities and ceuntry alike. The 
trouble with this Legislature and many 
of its predecessors is that it has been too 
cowardly. 

“IT am not seeking toe increase taxes, 
but I tell you that if you will make ev- 
ery property ewner make a full and 
honest return of all his property at its 
real value, this State can have ample 
revenues for all State purposes with a 
levy of 8 cents instead of 17 cents on 
the $100 valuation. It is always safe to 
be honest and this measure will not 
raise the taxes of a single citizen who 
makes an honest return, because it wil! 
bring to light so much property that is 
now hidden that a subsantial decrease 
in the levy will affect the increased 
value of any property that is now hon- 
estly returned to the assessor.” 

Senator Dorris asked if the bill would 
remedy the “horrible conditions he had 
pointed out.’’ 

“I do not point horrible conditions,”’ 
answered McDavid. “I simply state the 
facts which account for niggardly treat- 
ment of institutions in our care. I think 
the bill should be amended and correct- 
ed, and suggest its reference to a spe- 
clal committee to put it into shape.”’ 

McDavid’s suggestion was approved.

Forgets His Anxiety to Hang 
for Crime, Thinking of His 
Rumpled Hair. 





When Floyd D. Carter, a prisoner in 
the holdover, was asked Friday morn- 
ing if he still desired to be hanged for 
the murder of his wife in Sacramento, 
Cal., Jan. 28, which wish he had ex- 
pressed to Night Chief of Police Gillas- 
py on his arrest Tnursday night, he 
stroked his wavy brown hair and an- 
swered, “‘No, I want a comb.” 

Carter was arrested by Detectives 
Roach and McLaughlin as he stepped 
from a Cotton Belt train in the Union 
Station at 6:80 o'clock. He was recog- 
nized by the saucy tilt to the ‘“‘pancake’’ 
hat he wore, which had been part of 
the description of him sent out by the 
police of Sacramento. 

When he was taken to police head- 
quarters he confessed to Night Chief 
Gillaspy that he had shot his wife to 
death. 

“I want 
did,’’ he 


to be hanged for what I 
said. ‘‘My life has _ been 
blighted. There is no rest for me and 
np future. All I ask is a swift trial 

d swift punishment.”’ 

But when Friday morning came he 
was not so anxious to be hanged, and was 
calm enough to be particular about his 
personal appearance, In which, appar- 
ently, he takes much pride. ‘He is 21 
years old and affects the dapper style 
of clothes with many buttons and varite- 
gated socks, showing. above ribboned 
pumps. He was working as a news 
agent on the Cotton Belt when arrested. 

Carter came to St. Louis about five 
weeks ago after knocking about the 
country sinee he fled from Sacramento 
following the murder of his wife. He 
had been rooming at 1727 Whittier 
street. 

Carter talked very coolly about kill- 
ing his. wife after he had eaten break- 
fast Friday morning, and seemed 
ashamed of his burst of emotionalism 
during his talk with Chief Gillaspy. 

“Tl was all broken up last night,’’ he 
said. ‘I suppose there is something 
coming to me, but I. don't want to 
bang.” 

Kissed Slain Wife as She Died. 

Carter married Verna Phipps, a ste- 
nographer from Decatur, Ill., last May 
in Vancouver, B. C. For several months 
they traveled about the Pacific Coast 
and finally settled in Sacramento in a 
furnished room. On the night of Jan. 
28 Carter learned that his wife had 
gone to a dance in a hall attached to 
a disreputable resort. He went there 
and persuaded her to return with him 
to the room. 

He then packed his valise and told 
her that he was going to leave her. She 
ihrew her arms around his neck and 
begged him net to go. It Was while she 
was embracing him that he drew a re- 
volver and fired three bullets into her 
breast. She fell on the bed and he fired 
another bullet into her body. 

Then he sat beside her, kissing her 
until she died. 

When he realized what he had done 
his anger died and he placed the _ re- 
volver to his own head, he says, with 
the intent to commit suicide. But he 
lacked the courage and fled from the 
city that night, wandering from place 
to place until he was arrested. 

He will be held here until officers ar- 
rive from Sacramento to take him there 


for trial.
